ARRANGE COURSE FOR TfS j CASE oFcHICKEN 
RETURNED SOLDIERS BY LAW BEFORE J. P. 


Arrangements hdve been completed 
for the summer bourses for returned 
soldiers. This summer session will 
open at the University of Alberta, Ed 
monton, on May 19th next, and will 
continue until September 12th. The 
puipose of this summer sdfiool is to 
furnish assistance to men whose stud¬ 
ies have been interrupted by the war 
that too much time may not be lost 
in getting into regular classes again. 
In some cases men who had left sch¬ 
ool before enlistment are anxious to 
resume their studies. Provisions will 
Ibe made for these men also. Return¬ 
ed men everywher are invited to 
take ad\antage of thjs school. 

The school will be so organized to 
give as far as possible individual in¬ 
struction: Thus a man may enter with 
almost any attainment and make as 
rapid progress, as he i§ capable of. 
Any returned man who is interested 
in improving his education with the 
idea of continuing in some institution 
in the fall should wrte the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, Edmonton, at once 

Returned men only will be admit¬ 
ted to these courses. The University 
Dormitories and boarding facilities 
will be available for men who may 
attend. A rate similar to that prevail¬ 
ing during the regular session will be 
allowed, namely thirty dollars per 
month for both room and board. 
“"The Department of Education will 
furnish tuition in these courses free. 
The’session will close in time for 
those qualfied to enter the Normal 
School or proceed with University 
work. All likely, to attend should ad¬ 
vise the Department at once that all 
courses required may be included in

EDUCATION PAYS 


Speaking of Spring work it is no¬ 
ticeable that a number of alleys in the 
town are badly in need Of cleaning up. 
Stones, tin cans, straw and other re¬ 
fuse are among the things that litter 
them up, making an eyesore. Thit 
matter could be easily overcome if 
people would undertake to keep clear, 
such portion of the alley as flanked 
their lots. It would not be much trou¬ 
ble if everyone did this, but it would 
go a long way in giving the town a 
more presentable appearence. 


A few figures pro and the advant¬ 
ages of an ''education are here set 
forth, and are well worth considera¬ 
tion and aceeptance by the parents of 
children who have their best interests 
at heart and are anxioua to see that 
they are properly fortified with intel¬ 
ligence, to warrant their success in 
life. The statement, based on the fol¬ 
lowing figures, displays the fact that 
“every day spent at school pays the 
child $9.00.” Uneducated laborers earn 
on the average $750.00 per year for 
40 years, a total of $30,000. High Sch¬ 
ool graduates earn oji the average 
$1,260.00 per year a total, of $60,000. 
This education requires 12 years of 
schooling of 180 days each, a total of 
2160 days in school. If 2160 days in 
school adds $20,000 to ’the income for 
life, then each day at school adds $9.02 
to the life income.
